From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT, 

The daily’ importance of dress accessories 
has made it an interesting speculation to de- 
cide what various types of women can adopt 
it in this connection.

They have their opposites in the neat ex- 
ponent of dress, who wear little jewellery, 
and that of the best. A real diamond, 
crystal, or onyx and diamond ornament in 
her hat, a bar brooch, and a small necklace 
of pearls content her. This type brings a 
sense of cool restfulness, and by sheer force 
of personality enforces the distinctive value 
of some inevitably FE adjunct, such as 
a scarf or a jabot. e expresses the epitome 
of carefully thought-out detail. She is the 
antithesis of the exotic, though not necessarily 
more attractive. á 


Characteristic Points. 


The fluid line is one of the most characteris- 
tic points of modern women’s dress. A great 
silk manufacturer not long ago referred to 
the present as the “age of supple silks,” 

contrasting the “satins that would stand 
alone,” which were prized until the 
‘ eighties,” and the heavy brocades of the 
eighteenth century, with the diaphanous silks, 
the supple satins, and the metal cloths of to- 
day.

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The Anglc-French Pact. 


Whe announcement by President Coolidge 
that the naval policy of the United States 
will be affected in no way by the Anglo- 
French agreement,..while..regrettable in 
some ways, may help to clear the air of 
some unfortunate misunderstandings. It 
is obvious now that the Government of 
the United States will. not adhere to 
the Anglo-French. compromise ;,.for Mr. 
Coolidge takes the view that it runs 
directly counter to American opinion con- 
cerning cruisers, and he is unwilling to 
make any change in the official rolicy of 
the. United . States. Both Sir Austen 
| Chamberlain and Lord Cushendun have 
declared that the agreement between 
Britain and France cannot be ratified 
without the consent of Japan, Italy and 
the: United States. There seems to be 
little doubt, therefore, that some new 
solution must be found to the problem if 
the work of the Disarmament Commission 
is to continue. The whole business has 
been very unhappy. One of the main 
sources of difficulty at the last naval con- 
ference at Geneva was the impossibility 
of agreement between France and Britain. 
The French delegates insisted on certain 
concessions regarding submarines which 
the British Admiralty was unwilling to 
make, while the British held out against 
France in respect of the cruiser quota. 
When the conference ended the British 
and French authorities opened private 
negotiations in the hope that they might 
reach an agreement, and thus be able to 
| present a common ‘policy to the next 
meeting of the Disarmament Commission. 
After a certain amount of trouble a com- 
promise was achieved. 

There is not the slightest ground for all 
the startling rumours that have been in 
circulation concerning this agreement. Im- 
mediately aíter it was made. Sir Austen 
Chamberlain sent copies of the document 
the other Powers in- 
terested in the naval conference, and the 
State Department at Washington was 
placed in full possession of the facts, 
There never was any question of a secret 
clause involving some kind of new alliance 
between Britain and France. Neither the 
British, nor the French Government had 
the least intention of deceiving anybody, 
and the dark design which was discovered 
by certain sensation-mongering news- 
papers never existed. Lord Cushendun, 
in his admirable speech at Geneva last 
week, made this fact perfectly clear. He 
also explained that the fate of the agree- 
ment-lay in the hands, not of the two 
Powers that had made it, but of the other 
three parties to the Washington Naval 
Pact—namely, Italy, Japan and the 
United States. When, therefore, President 
‘Coolidge announces, that the Government 
of the United States cannot be a party -to 
the Anglo-French compromise, one of two 
‘things musthappen. Either the Pact must 
be dropped, and some other way found out 
of the difficulty concerning cruisers and 
submarines, or the whole idea of the con- 
ference On naval disarmament must be 
abandoned. Can another agreement be» 
reached? Frankly, the chances at the 
moment seem to be remote, Every Power 
‘is ready to subscribe'‘to’ any pact that 
safeguards its own essential interests ; but 
all seem to be reluctant to make: the 
smallest sacrifice.

His con- 
clusion, briefly, is that the provision of 
such a gallery is_as desirable and as 
urgent as any other proposal that lies 
before the Dublin City Commissioners, 
always excepting matters which are of 
vital import to public welfare. He is 
advised that the gallery would not cost 
more than £120,000, exclusive of the site, 
and he suggests that, subject to a certain 
portion of such a sum being subscribed 
privately, the necessary funds could be 
obtained by a long-term loan which would 
lay but a small burden on the ratepayers. 
Few will quarrel with Mr. Miley’s judg- 
ment. That a spacious gallery, in which 
the pictures now darkly exhibited in the 
Harcourt street Gallery would be shown, 
and room would’ be provided for the 
pictures of the Lane bequest, in the event 
of their present owners granting a loan 
of them to Dublin, is desirable, is self- 
evident. It would add to the dignity of 
the capital of the Free State—a city whose 
gluries at present all are of the past. 
Wheresoever in Ireland contemporary art 
is studied, such a gallery would be valued 
as an illumination and a stimulus. The 
reproach that modern Ireland is indifferent 
to the arts in so much would be removed. 
Visitors to our shores again would find a 
more liberal interest in a country at 
present so poor in intellectual riches. The 
cost of the gallery, moreover, would weigh 
lightly in the balance against the great 
savings in civic expenditure which have 


Commissioners’ efficiency for the old 
Corporation’s verbosity, wastefulness and 
corruption. Against these arguments must 
be set two considerations.

or reluctant patronage of the arts. Poor 
use would be made of a gallery by people 
who opposed its erection or grudged their 
contribution to its cost.

While children are. reared in 
suburbs which lack a water supply and 
drainage, expenditure on the pleasures of 
sesthetes well may be misplaéed. The 
gallery which Dublin desires—if Dublin 
does desire it—ought to be provided as 
part of a genera] scheme for the develop- 
ment of Greater Dublin. Here ‘a 
further argument. for the early enactment 
of the Greater Dublin proposals. 
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Kites. 


Manufacturers of kites report that there 
has been a revival recently in the sport 
of kite-flying. This recreation never has 
been regarded in these countries as more 
than a childish pastime. In China, on 
the other hand, it is, or at one time was, 
the occupation of grave mandarins. What 
golf is to the Western business man kite- 
flying was .to the philosophers.- of. the 


Celestial Empire. Recent years have 
brought many changes to China. The 
Westernisation—which, superficially at 


least, has transformed the East—is not 
likely to have altered the philosophic basis 
of the Chinese character, of which’ the 
admirable art of kite-flying seems to be 
a typical expression. When. victorious 
Chinese soldiers advanced on Peking not 
long ago they carried umbrellas—remem- 
bering, very sensibly, that a cold in the 
head, although not so disagreeable as a 
bullet, is easier to catch than to cure. 
Some of the kites of our young days, how- 
ever, hardly would satisfy those who seek 
‘@ recreation that is not, too strenuous, 
and are only moderately athletic. They 
were home-made contrivances of sticks and 
newspapers, and considerable activity and. 
patience were necessary in order to, get 
them into the central blue. Some attempts 
at the conquest of the air with string and 
kite by the. “young ide:’*’. may have 
inspired real conquests of the-air in later 
years. The kites which are said to be 
favoured chiefly by the present fashion 
are the box-like variety, which can be 
speeded “higher still and higher” without 
undue exertion. The competitive instinct, 
which enters so strongly into most: Western 
sports, may be met; to some extent, by 
contests in altitude. It is extremely 
unlikely, however, that kiteflying ever 
will prove so fascinating to middle-aged 
citizens as to lure them in thousands, in

The Sultan of Mascat. 


The Sultan of Muscat; who has been 
in England for some weeks undergoing an

The Prayer-book. 


Little has been heard of the Prayer-book 
dispute during fhe holidays, but the 
bishops are to meet at Lambeth Palace on 
Tuesday week, when there will be a dis 
cussion as to the position. It is under 
stood that there will be no talk of proceed- 
ing with revision at present; but that a 
suggestion will be advanced that steps 
shall be taken to bring about an amend- 
ment of the Enabling Act in order that 
the Church of England may be put in a 
position to deal with its own domesti 
concerns, and thus escape appeal to the 
Imperial Parliament. In the meanwhile 
a desire has been expressed in man) 
quarters, it is said, that the non-contro- 
versial portions of the Revised Praver- 
book may be adopted for use in certain 
directions, but it is doubtful whether t 
bishops can agree to any such move 
Following upon the Lambeth meeting wi 
come a number of diocesan Synods wherein 
the bishops will confer with their clerz’ 
as to the policy to be pursued in the 
immediate future. It is probable that. as 
a result of these proceedings, some 
definite steps will be taken to dea! with 
the lawlessness prevalent in some districts, 
and to compel obedience to the bishops in 
matters of worship.

Vital Statistics. 


The report of the Registrar-General [or 
1927 furnished some interesting readin¢. 
particularly as regards marriages and 
births. The highest marriage rate for 
five years was revealed ; but the birth rate 
was the lowest ever recorded.

low level of 16.6 per thousand of the 
population, but the actual number of 
births—65,172—was forty thousand fewer 
than in the preceding year, the lowest 
figure since 1855.

LARGE AREA THROWN 
INTO DARKNESS, - 


For the second time within eight davs 
the Victoria Embankment, between Black-. 
friars Bridge and Charing Cross, London, 
was plunged into semi-darkness _ last 
night owing to an accident, to the. electric 
cable which runs in a tunnel under the 
Embankment. On this .occasion, fortu- 
nately, the defect was.speedily remedied, 
without any of the disastrous results that 
accompanied the ‘fire that followed the 
fusing of a cable on September 8. 

Just before half-past eight. last night, 
following two brilliant flashes of light, 
smoke was seen issuing from a man-hole 
near Temple station. In view of what 
happened on Saturday week, an official 
immediately ‘switched off’ the electric 
lights. The fusing of a telegraph cable 
caused a fire in the tunnel! within a few 
yards of the spot: where the previous fire 
occurred. 

A workman engaged in the tunnel near 
Savoy. Hill notieed a sudden peculiar heat 
and a smell of burning. Rushing along 
the tunnel he warned several other work- 
men. They hurried to thé nearest exist 
to the street and summoned the fire 
brigade. 

Within a few minutes two engines and 
a tender were on the spot. The firemen, 
donning gas masks and helmets, endea- 
voured to locate the fire. As a precau- 
tionary measure ‘the engineers engaged all.

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LAST YEAR'S MARRIAGES 
IN BRITAIN,

Interesting facts are revealed in the report 
for 1927 of the British Registrar-General. 
[The marriages in the year numbered 308,370, 
ie resenting a rate of 15.7 per thousand, 
which was the highest for five years. The 
return. shows that marriages take place at 
an earlier age than formerly. _ For instance, 
28000 couples were under 21, and of the 
»thers the majority of the brides were under 
93, and most of the bridegrooms under 24. 

í YOUNG BRIDES. 

No fewer than ó4 brides were fifteen years 
of age, and twelve of the bridegrooms were 
only sixteen. On the other hand, there 
were 1,295 bridegrooms and 362 brides of 
“0 years and over, Seventeen of these 
elderly men married girls in their ‘teens. 
One woman of seventy married a man of 
37, and four others married men under 50. 
Most bachelors marry spinsters. The number 

jg exactly 97 per cent., but last year no 
fewer than 8.763 married widows— 
roughly one in every 33. 

\\idowers also prefer spinsters, and of the 
16,000 widowers who so married many took 
as a second wife a bride young. enough to be 
their daughter.

BRITISH CHAMPION BEATEN BY

R. T. (“ Bobby”) Jones defeated T. P. 
Perkins, the British champion, by '10 and 9 
on the Brae Burn course, West Newton 
(Mass.), last Saturday, and so retained his 
title as American amateur champion. 
Jones has thus won eight championships in 
five years. He won his first national cham- 
pionship in 1923, when he became open 


ing year he won the amateur championship 
of America, and also retained the title in 
, in which year he was beaten in a re- 
play after tieing for the American open. Jn 
1926 Jones was open champion of both Britain 
and the United States, but he was beaten in 
the final of the American amateur then. Last 
year he came to Britain, and won the open 
championship for the second year in succes- 
sion, and went back to America to win back 
the amateur championship. He tied for the 
American open this year, and has now won 
the American amateur title for the fourth 
lime in five years. He is only 27 years of 
age.

For instance, it was very late on Thursday 
when a _splendid-looking Jot sent up by. Mr. 
Peter Fitzgerald, from the Mondellihy Stud, 
came up. One of them, it is true, a hali- 
sister to Bella Minna, by Phalaris, made 
8,100 .guineas; but. some of.the others,. notice- 
ably°a filly- by Swynford, went well below 
their: value, a circumstance due to the fact 
that they came in so late that many pro-. 
spective buyers had gone home to their 
dinners 

The Irish breeders. who sent up yeartings 
have reasons for congratulating themselves. 
They carried ‘off nearly all the major prizes 
of the four days, and an Irish stud, that of 
Lord Wurness,. got top price of the sales, 
the 15.000 guineas paid for the filly by Gay 
Crusader out of Love Oil, this being the. 
highest price ever given for a vearling filly. 
Lord Furness, indeed, had a wonderful sale 
all round. It was a matter of general com- 
ment that never had a batch of yearlings 
heen better presented as were those from 
the Gilltown Stud by Mr. George Smithwick, 

At the Doncaster Sales people always look ' 
evound for the new money. In spite of the 
fact that a record was touched last week 
thére was not a great deal of new. money 
except: in a few isolated cases. Lt.-Colonel 
Clare, an owner who only came in this season, 
hought a few high- priced lots, but. generally | 
jt was the old money, or, in other words, the 
money of well-known owners, who have been 
buving for years, that spoke the most loudly. |

Lord Glanely, for instance, has a big stud 


farm of his own, and it was generally thought 


that he had practically ceased buying at 
auetion, but it was to him that the-colt by 
Gainsborough out of Tetrabbazia, from the 
Compton.
